the bloodshed? 


It scema more could have 
been gained by this course 
than by holding ao hopeless- 
ly Inte post-mortem in the 
United Nations.

In one such condition the 
number of chromosomes wags 
found to be 45, and in another 
different condition it was 47, 

Now this may seem to be a 
long way from cancer, but it is

For these scientists have found 
a part of the cell which Js 
abnormal at the beginning of its 
vroduction, and the next step Is 
to discover how to restore it to 
normal or control Its activities.

A toxioologist testified that 
he had checked 321 samples 
of the powder on the halr of 
403 Hving children and 100 
dead ones, and found arsenic 
In 120 of them. 

He sald the arsenic 
varied. between 1 and 30 grams 
per kilogram of sampics and 
that the proportions varied con- 
aiderably, indicating the formula 
was not uniformly followed “but 
that was not very serious com- 
pared to the toxic preience it- 
solr,” : 


He sald the preparation. was 


carelessly put together and not 
properly analysed. He added 
that even the zine oxide used 
waa not in conformity with the 
pharmaceutical codex —AFP.
